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To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Ellesmere, 

Wem  and  Whitchurch  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Ellesmere  and  Wem. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  five  districts  for  the  year  1960. 

The  vital  statistics  show  rro  significant  change  from  previous  years. 

Of  infectious  diseases  notified,  whooping  cough  showed  the  highest  inci¬ 
dence,  followed  by  tuberculosis  and  measles. 

For  the  third  sucessive  year,  the  mass  poliomyelitis  vaccination  cam¬ 
paign  initiated  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  received  good  support.  The  upper 
age  limit  was  extended  from  25  to  40  years,  and  whatever  shyness  was  initially 
experienced  from  this  older  age  group  in  other  parts  of  Shropshire  was  not  evi¬ 
dent  in  the  combined  districts.  Once  again,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Vicars  of 
many  rural  parishes,  who  gave  invaluable  help. 

Indeed,  1960  may  well  be  described  as  the  year  of  mass  campaigns.  The 
mass  radiography  surveys  in  the  area  were  all  well  attended,  and  the  blood 
transfusion  donors’  session  at  Whitchurch  showed  an  increased  attendance. 
Co-operation  with  Officials  of  the  appropriate  regional  hospital  boards  towards 
the  furtherance  of  these  schemes  was  excellent  throughout  the  year.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  co-operation  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff,  with 
the  local  hospitals,  and  with  general  practitioners. 

I  had  the  honour  to  serve  on  the  Ellesmere  Refugee  Committee  and  to 
be  associated  with  the  Whitchurch  Refugee  Appeal  during  the  year. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
for  their  assistance  and  for  their  reports  on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  dis¬ 
tricts,  to  my  Secretary  for  all  the  clerical  work  involved  in  the  preparation  of 
this  report,  and  to  the  officials  of  many  other  departments  for  their  assistance 
and  cooperation.

Over  one  third  of  all  deaths  were  attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  arteries.  Cancer  as  a  cause  of  death  accounted  for  59,  and  vascular  lesions 
of  the  nervous  system  62.  Deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  the  combined  districts 
rose,  14  deaths  in  1960,  compared  with  8  in  1959  and  8  in  1958.  Fortunately 
the  deaths  from  suicide  have  been  reduced  from  7  in  1959  to  4  in  1960.  The 
deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  have  remained  stationary — 7  in  1960,  7  in 
1959, 
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(b)  Infant  Mortality 

There  were  7  deaths  notified  in  the  first  year  of  life,  this  being  one  higher 
than  the  total  of  6  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  combined  districts  was  13.9  per 
1,000  live  births.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.7 
per  1,000  live  births  and  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  It  was 
0.5  per  1,000  below  that  for  1959,  the  previous  lowest. 

(c)  Maternal  Mortality 

One  death  attributable  to  abortion  was  recorded  during  the  year.

This  disease  occurs^in  alternate  years,  the  last  big  outbreak  occurring  in 
1959.  May  is  usually  the  month  in  which  measles  occurs  but,  as  expected,  there 
were  few  notifications  in  1960  during  May.  In  December  1960,  however,  no¬ 
tifications  began  to  pour  in.  The  epidemic  came  at  an  unexpected  time  of  the 
year,  and  became  prolonged.  It  was  severe,  and  several  cases  occurred  in  child- 
ern  who  had  suffered  from  measles  previously — a  most  unusual  occurrence. 
Where  measles  occurred  in  a  child  for  the  second  time,  the  second  attack  was 
almost  invariably  worse  than  the  first  one  had  been.  The  frequency  of  a  second 
attack  of  measles  was  partly  responsible  for  a  higher  proportion  of  older  child¬ 
ren  becoming  infected  in  this  outbreak.  Whitchurch,  which  had  almost  escaped 
the  epidemic  of  May  1959,  was  particularly  hard  hit  by  this  outbreak. 


Scarlet  Fever 

The  cases  notified  did  not  appear  to  have  been  complicated  by  acute 
nephritis  or  osteomyelitis,  as  occurred  in  1959. 


Food  Poisoning 

A  small  outbreak  occurred  in  the  Ellesmere  region  during  the  summer. 
The  organism  was  staphylococcus  Aureus  and  was  detected  in  tinned  corned 
beef  which  had  been  consumed  by  the  patients.  Other  cases  had  occurred  else¬ 
where  in  the  country  with  serious  consequences  in  places.  The  celerity  with 
which  the  organism  was  detected,  and  the  measures  which  were  able  to  be 
instituted  in  consequence  in  order  to  prevent  spread,  was  due  to  prompt  notifi¬ 
cation  by  the  general  practitioner  concerned. 

Tuberculosis 

Notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  during  1960  were  four  times  the 
1959  figure.  There  was  a  real  increased  incidence  of  the  disease  during  the  year, 
but  the  work  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Surveys  in  the  area  (see  page  19)  did 
much  good  in  bringing  to  light  previously  unknown  cases. 
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Non-Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960,  the  Whitchurch  and  Ellesmere 
regions  suffered  a  mild  outbreak  of  Bornholm  disease.  Usually  this  manifested 
itself  as  a  respiratory  disorder,  but  one  case  developed  a  Meningococcal  infect¬ 
ion. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and 
Tuberculosis,  as  well  as  Immunisation  against  Diptheria  and  Tetanus  were 
carried  out  by  General  Practitioners,  and  by  Clinic  Doctors  working  in  Local 
Health  Authority  Clinics  and  Schools  in  the  area. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  kindly  supplied  the  numbers 
of  each  carried  out  in  the  various  districts.  Figures  for  Poliomyelitis  include, 
for  the  first  time,  those  up  to  40  years  of  age  who  chose  to  accept  vaccination. 

In  addition  to  the  extension  of  the  campaign  against  Poliomyelitis,  the 
numbers  vaccinated  and  immunised  against  other  diseases  continued  to  be 
good.

SPECIAL  INVESTIGATION 

Following  the  discovery  of  Tuberculosis  in  a  porter  at  Ellesmere  College, 
special  arrangements  were  made  to  x-ray  or  Mantoux  test  the  boys  and  staff  of 
of  the  school.  240  persons  had  their  chest  x-rayed.  135  boys  were  Mantoux  test¬ 
ed,  79  of  whom  were  found  to  be  positive;  these  boys  had  their  chest  x-rayed, 
The  56  negative  reactors  received  B.C.G, 
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YELLOW  FEVER 

During  the  year  1960,  the  County  Health  Department  became  a  recognised 
centre  for  the  administration  of  the  Yellow  Fever  vaccine.  A  fee  of  11/-  is 
charged  to  each  client  who  receives  the  vaccine. 


TRIPLE  ANTIGEN 

During  1960,  combined  antigen  against  Whooping  Cough,  Diptheria  and  Tet¬ 
anus  was  used  by  some  general  practitioners  of  the  area.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Salop  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  makes  provisions  for  securing  that  ambulances 
and  other  means  of  transport  are  available  for  the  conveyance  of  persons 
suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness  and  expectant  or  nursing  mothers, 
from  places  in  its  area  to  places  in  or  outside  its  area.  An  ambulance  depot 
is  maintained  at  Whitchurch. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Salop 
Infirmary,  Shrewsbury.  The  Bacteriologist  is  Dr.  A.  C.  Jones,  and  the 
Pathologist,  Dr.  G.  Grant.  This  service,  originally  instituted  as  an  emergency 
basis,  is  now  a  permanent  unit  at  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  undertaking 
work  for  Local  Authorities  free  of  charge  in  so  far  as  it  is  relevant  to  diagnosis. 
This  service  is  invaluable  particularly  in  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
food  samples  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning. 

CHEST  CLINICS,  ETC. 

Chest  clinics,  speech  therapy  clinics,  and  psychiatric  out-patients 
clinics  are  held  regularly  at  the  Whitchurch  Clinic.  Patients  are  seen  at  these 
sessions  by  appointment,  and  are  referred  by  the  general  practitioner,  the 
hospital  consultant  or  the  school  medical  officer,  as  the  case  may  be. 

DENTAL  SESSIONS 

Dental  sessions  are  held  regularly  at  each  of  the  three  Local  Authority 
clinics.  Patients  are  seen  by  appointment  with  the  dental  officer. 

WELFARE  FOODS 

Each  of  the  Local  Authority  clinics  is  open  at  set  times  for  the  sale  of 
these  foods.  Mothers  attending  the  clinics  are  informed  of  these  times  and 
of  any  local  variations  there  may  be. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 
SECTION  47 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  no  need 
to  represent  compulsory  removal  for  any  of  the  cases  investigated  during  the 
year.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  responsible  for  transferring  one  aged 
person  from  hospital  to  Welfare  accommodation. 

DISABLED  PERSONS  EMPLOYMENT  ACT,  1944 

One  case,  of  a  disabled  school  leaver,  was  referred  by  a  school  Medical 
Officer  for  appropriate  training. 
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OCCUPATION  CENTRE 

Sessions  continued  to  be  held  at  the  Whitchurch  Clinic  on  Tuesday 
mornings  and  afteroons  during  the  whole  of  1960,  Mrs.  Pugh  was  in  charge  of 
the  centre  for  most  of  the  year.  An  Open  Day  was  held  in  the  summer  during 
Mental  Health  Week,  when  all  concerned  with  the  centre)  were  much  encour¬ 
aged  and  stimulated  by  the  interest  shown  by  District  Coucillors  and  others  who 
accepted  the  invitation  to  attend. 

Mental  Health  Act,  1959 — The  County  Councillor’s  proposals  under  this 
Act  were  accepted  by  the  Ministry. 

PRE- EMPLOYMENT  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  1960,  the  Medical  Officer  made  several  dozen  such  examinations 
on  behalf  of  the  various  District  Councils.  The  only  abnormalities  discovered 
were  relatively  trivial — refractive  errors  of  the  eye. 

MINIATURE  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SURVEY 

Although  miniature  mass  radiography  surveys  have  been  held  in  the 
combined  districts  during  previous  years,  the  cooperation  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  was  sought  for  the  hirst  time  in  1960.  The  results  of  these  surveys 
were  most  gratifying.  Almost  2,000  people  submitted  themselves  for  chest  x-ray 
for  the  units  which  established  themselves  at  Ellesmere,  Wem  and  Whitchurch. 
Four  cases  of  previously  unknown  active  Primary  Tuberculosis  were  discover¬ 
ed,  as  were  five  cases  of  previously  unknown  inactive  pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
One  case  of  Bronchiectasis  was  discovered  which  had  previously  gone  unrecog¬ 
nised  and,  in  addition  several  cardiac  lesions  were  detected,  most  of  which  were 
previously  known  to  the  family  doctors  concerned.  Appropriate  treatment  for 
the  fresh  cases  diagnosed  was  arranged  by  the  Chest  Clinic  in  conjunction  with 
the  patient’s  general  practitioner. 

DOMICILIARY  HEALTH  SERVICES 

During  1960,  seven  Home  Helps  were  employed  in  the  N.W.  combined 
districts.  They  provide  an  invaluable  service  by  enabling  patients  to  remain  at 
home  during  times  of  pregnancy  and  illness  ,and  a  No  by  caring  for  the  disabled 
and  aged  infirm. 


BLOOD  TRANSFUSION 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  offered  his  services  to  the  appropriate  de¬ 
partment  of  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  by  aiding  the  voluntary 
organisers  to  obtain  more  donors.  This  was  welcomed,  and  at  the  November 
Donor  Session  at  Whitchurch  during  1960,  a  record  number  of  128  persons  at¬ 
tended  and  gave  a  pint  of  blood  each.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  I960 


Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  Council’s  .area  is  supplied  with  water, 
purchased  in  bulk,  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Lake  Vyrnwy  Aqueduct, 
the  Urban  Council’s  8"  main  being  taken  off  at  the  Liverpool  Corporation 
Trench  Road  Waterworks  Depot.  The  Urban  Council  area  is  piped  throughout, 
the  8"  main  starting  at  the  Trench  Road  Valve  House  and  terminating  in  the 
Ellesmere  Town  Square. 


The  distributing  mains  are  of  4"  and  3"  in  diameter  and  all  mains  are  of 
cast  iron,  with  socket  and  spigot  pipes,  lead  and  yarn  jointed. 


In  several  instances  the  mains  are  continued  beyond  the  Urban  Council’s 
district  boundaries  to  provide  supplies  in  the  surrounding  Rural  Council  area. 

Consumers  within  the  Urban  Council  area  are  supplied  direct,  if  of  a 
domestic  nature,  on  a  rateable  value  basis;  while  farm  and  trade  consumers  are 
supplied  through  meters.  :  >  <- 

During  the  year  under  review,  no  major  breakdowns  in  the  water  main 
system  has  occured,  the  repairs  being  confined  to  the  renewal  of  corroded  ser¬ 
vice  pipes  between  the  mains  and  Council  owned  stoptaps.  No  new  lengths  of 
of  main  were  laid  during  the  year.

There  are  no  reservoirs  or  storage  tanks  within  the  Urban  Council 
system,  all  water  being  taken  direct  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Lake 
Vyrnwy  mains  and  supplied  direct  to  the  consumers  through  the  continuous 
Urban  Council  main  system,  neither  is  any  form  of  treatment  necessary,  the 
water  not  being  exposed  to  any  risk  of  outside  contamination  between  entering 
the  Urban  Council  main  and  being  received  by  the  consumer. 

The  Ellesmere  Rural  District  Ciuncil  area  is  still  supplied  in  several  parts 
by  supplies  delivered  through  Urban  Council  mains,  and  whilst  the  consump¬ 
tion  figures  for  the  year  under  review,  there  will  probably  be  a  greater  demand 
from  the  Rural  area  in  the  year  ahead. 

Sewage  and  Sewerage 

The  major  part  of  the  town  is  sewered  on  a  partially  separate  system  to 
the  Wharf  Meadow  sewage  works  where  it  is  first  received  at  the  pumping 
station,  and  after  screening  and  passing  through  detritus  tanks  is  delivered  into 
compressed  air  ejectors  and  delivered  to  the  final  purification  and  disposal 
section  of  the  works. 

The  Elson  area  of  the  town,  part  of  Trimplev,  also  the  greater  part  of 
the  Council  Housing  Estates  are  sewered  on  a  combined  system  discharging  to 
the  Old  Newnes  Brook  Works,  which  is  a  gravity  flow  system,  no  pumping 
being  involved,  whilst  part  of  the  Council  Housing  Estates  discharge  on  a  paitt- 
ially  separate  system  to  the  New  Newnes  Brook  Works  where  the  settled  efflu¬ 
ents  are  raised  by  pumping  before  discharging  onto  the  filters.  The  Council  has 
under  discussion  a  scheme  for  terminating  both  the  Newnes  Brook  Works  as 
sewage  disposal  stations,  in  which  these  stations  would  be  combined  as  a  pump¬ 
ing  station  to  deliver  the  sewage  to  the  Wharf  Meadow  disposal  Station  for 
final  disposal,  thereby  reducing  the  present  three  disposal  works  to  one. 

The  Mereside  area,  which  is  below  the  Town  main  sewer  level,  is  sewer¬ 
ed  to  the  Mereside  No.  1  and  Mereside  No.  2  pumping  stations,  the  soil  sewage 
being  delivered  to  the  Church  Street  sewer  on  the  main  sewer  system  discharg¬ 
ing  to  the  Wharf  Works. 

A  small  area  in  the  Swan  Hill  part  of  the  town  which  is  below  the  level 
of  the  main  sewer  is  also  under  consideration  for  the  installation  of  a  collecting 
and  pumping  station  similar  to  the  Mereside  No.  2  sewage  receiving  and  pump¬ 
ing  station  which  will,  if  installed,  deliver  to  the  Wharf  Works. 

Public  Lavatories 

Public  Lavatories  in  the  Town  area  are  situate  in  Cross  Street  and  Scot¬ 
land  Streat,  the  Brownlow  Yard  accommodation  having  been  discontinued.  The 
Cross  Street  Lavatories  are  of  modem  construction  and  provide  accommodation 
for  both  sexes.  The  standard  of  the  Scotland  Street  Lavatories  is  very  poor. 
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Public  Lavatories  for  both  sexes  are  also  situate  at  the  Mereside  and 
similar  accommodation  is  provided  in  the  Cremorne  Gardens  for  general  public 
use,  also  in  the  Cremorne  Childrens’  Playground  for  childrens’  use. 


Disinfections

Meat  and  Food  Preparing  Places 

Within  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  Council  there  are  no  slaughter¬ 
houses  or  knacker’s  yards. 


All  meat  and  offals  are  distributed  from  central  slaughtering  and  meat 
depots  to  the  shops  in  metal  lined  closed  vans  capable  of  being  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  sterilized  and  kept  closed  during  transit.  All  offals  are  transported 
in  metal  containers.  The  personnels  employed  in  the  distribution  of  the  meat 
and  offals  wear  waterproof  aprons,  overalls  and  caps. 
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Many  improvements  in  the  shops  have  been  carried  out  to  protect  and 
cover  foodstuffs  exposed  for  sale,  with  a  continued  increase  in  the  installation  of 
refrigerators  and  wrapped  foodstuffs,  whilst  the  habits  and  clothing  of  people 
engaged  in  the  handling  and  selling  of  foodstuffs  is  of  a  high  standard  of  clean¬ 
liness. 

Foodstuffs  condemned  during  the  year  as  being  unfit  for  human  food, 
and  which  has  been  surrendered  for  destruction  and  destroyed  were  as  follows  :

Bakehouses 

During  the  year  16  visits  have  been  made  to  bakehouses.  The  number  of 
bakehouses  within  the  Urban  area  are  four  small  private  business  bakehouses, 
most  of  the  bread  sold  within  the  area  is  supplied  by  large  wholesale  bakery 
firms  not  treated  within  the  Urban  area.  Generally  the  bakehouses  are  kept  in 
good  cleanly  conditions.  The  water  supply  was  found  to  be  faulty  in  one  due 
to  corroded  pipes  which  have  been  renewed. 

Fried  Fish  and  Chipped  Potato  Shops 

The  number  of  shops  of  this  description  within  the  Urban  Area  remains 
at  two.  Eight  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  when  they  were  found  to 
be  cleaned  and  well  conducted.  The  litter  complaints  regarding  these  shops  is 
maintained  much  better  than  a  few  years  ago. 

Cafes,  Restaurants  and  Hotels 

Within  the  Urban  Area  there  are  two  hotels,  seven  cafes,  restaurants 
and  snack  bars  which  cater  for  public  needs.  One  restaurant  was  the  subject  of 
several  complaints  regarding  the  low  standard  of  catering  work,  which  has  been 
corrected  by  putting  this  particular  business  under  the  management  of  a  new 
tenant  who  has  completely  changed  the  services  to  the  public  and  put  it  on  a 
very  much  improved  standard  and  is  now  giving  complete  satisfaction  to  all 

concerned. 

Mortuary 

This  building  is  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  Urban  Council.  It  is 
situate  within  the  curtilage  of  the  Local  Police  Station  at  The  Limes,  Willow 
Street. 


The  conditions  of  use  remain  unchanged,  Urban  residents  having  the 
free  use  of  the  service  when  required,  a  charge  being  made  to  all  other  users 
not  contributing  to  its  upkeep  by  being  non-contributory  through  the  Urban 
rate  charges.  Routine  cleansing  and  disinfections  are  regularly  carried  out  in 
addition  to  this  service  being  carried  out  after  each  occasion  when  the  building 
has  been  in  use. 

The  building  has  been  used  on  four  occasions,  two  being  Urban  and  two 
Rural  Council  cases. 
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Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

No  complaints  of  dirty  or  verminous  premises  in  person  have  been 
received  during  the  year,  and  no  such  cases  have  been  discovered  during  house 
inspection. 

Pest  Acts 

Duties  under  these  Acts  continue  to  be  carried  out  by  a  part-time  oper¬ 
ator  with  additional  assistance  as  and  when  necessary. 

Visiting  Ministry  Officers  have  expressed  approval  of  the  way  in  which 
this  work  is  done.  The  treatments  used  comprise  arsenic,  Zinc  Phosphide, 
Cyanide,  and  Warfarin.  All  poisons  are  kept  under  strict  control  and  selected 
members  of  the  Surveyor's  Staff  are  the  only  ones  permitted  access  to  them  and 
who  have  been  instructed  in  their  proper  use  and  dangers.

The  supply  is  good  in  both  quality  and 
quantity.  The  area  of  supply  covers  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District,  only  one 
house  not  being  supplied  from  the  mains.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  total  water  consumed  during  the  year  was  120,462,000  gallons,  or 
an  average  of  329,131  gallons  per  day.  This  is  a  decrease  of  6,661  gallons  per 
day  or  1.98%  off  the  consumption  for  1959. 

The  supply  is  treated  with  chlorine  and  an  average  residual  of  less  than 
0.10  p.p.m.  is  maintained  in  the  town. 

Samples  of  tap  water  were  taken  regularly  from  various  points  in  the 
town  and  all  showed  a  very  good,  pure  supply  of  water.

SWIMMING  BATH 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  Urban  District  is  a  tiled  bath,  size 
48ft.  x  24ft.,  which  was  erected  in  1892. 

The  water  for  filling  is  taken  from  the  town  supply  and  treated  by 
filtration  and  chlorination.  The  turnover  period  is  44  hours. 

Sixteen  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  one  of  these 
proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  bath  was  open  to  the  public  from  25th  April  to  1st  October,  during 
which  period  there  were  22,287  attendances.

SEWAGE  WORKS 

The  Sewage  Works  at  the  Rising  Sun  is  now  in  full  operation.  The  flow 
to  the  works  is  in  excess  of  that  anticipated  which  results  in  the  Bacteria  Beds 
working  full  time.  Consequently  the  sample  effluents  are  not  up  to  the  stan¬ 
dard  desired  and  this  aspect  is  being  thoroughly  investigated.  The  house  on  the 

Works  for  the  Foreman  has  been  commenced  and  should  be  ready  early 
summer. 
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GENERAL  DRAINAGE 

No  serious  trouble  has  been  encountered  during  the  year  other  than 
normal  blockages,  principally  on  Council  Housing  Estates. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  general  standards  of  sanitation  and  hygiene  of  the  District  is  sat¬ 
isfactory'  and  gradually  improving  due  in  the  main  to  the  sound  work  being 
done  by  the  Officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  Most  of  the  work  is 
done  informally  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  co-operation  has  been  achieved.

A  considerable  amount  of  the  opera¬ 
tor's  time  is  spent  in  the  control  of  vermin  in  business  premises  which  are 
under  contract  with  the  Council. 
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There  are  thirty-two  such  premises. 

During  the  year  there  were  three  major  infestations  of  rats,  two  on 
private  property  and  one  at  a  business  premises,  these  were  treated  with  War¬ 
farin  bait  followed  by  gassing  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Cymag)  due  mainly  to 
interference  by  animals.  The  eradication  by  gassing  proved  to  be  most  effective.

DISINFESTATION 

Following  a  Council  House  survey  it  was  found  that  in  several  houses 
minor  infestations  of  woodbeetle  existed;  this,  in  some  houses  necessitated  the 
renewal  of  the  most  severely  affected  timbers,  the  remaining  timber  was  treated 
with  a  proprietary  preservative. 

DISINFECTION 

All  books  returned  to  the  Public  Library  from  house-holds  where  there 
had  been  a  case  of  infectious  disease,  were  disinfected  before  being  put  back 
into  circulation. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Household  and  trade  refuse  is  collected  four  days  per  week.  A  charge 
is  made  as  follows  : — 

Trade  premises  —  Allowed  1  free  dustbin. 

Trade  premises  with  house  —  Allowed  2  free  dustbins. 

Charge  per  bin  (in  addition 

to  free  bin/s)  —  £1  6s.  Od.  per  annum. 

Controlled  tipping  of  refuse  onto  the  following  tips  has  been  been 
carried  out  during  the  year  : — Tarporley  Road  and  Brownlow  Street,  the 
former  being  used  during  the  summer  and  the  latter  during  the  winter. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Several  repairs  have  again  been  necessary  to  maintain  the  public 
conveniences  in  a  reasonable  codition.  Much  of  this  work  has  been  made 
necessary  by  malicious  damage. 

In  particular,  the  public  conveniences  in  the  Victoria  Park  have  required 
the  most  attention  due  to  vandalism;  windows  are  constantly  broken,  and  in 
order  to  try  to  prevent  this  wire  mesh  was  placed  over  the  windows  but  this 
was  soon  slashed  and  broken.  Lavatory  seats  and  door  locks  are  also  broken 
constantly  by  vandals  in  these  conveniences. 
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SALVAGE 

During  the  year  49|  tons  of  waste  paper,  4  cwts.  of  rags  and  6  tons 
4  cwts.  of  iron,  aluminium,  etc.  have  been  salvaged  and  sold. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE 

A  report  was  made  to  the  Council  early  in  the  year  recommending  that 
the  Common  Lodging-House  should  not  be  re-registered  as  a  suitable  premises, 
and  further  that  the  keeper-in-charge,  not  being  capable  of  proper  supervision 
of  the  Byelaws  pertaining  to  Common  Lodging  Houses,  should  not  be  re¬ 
registered.  This  Common  Lodging  House  has  now  been  closed.  There  are  no 
more  within  the  District. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

During  the  year  one  complaint  was  received  regarding  a  smoke  nuis¬ 
ance.  This  was  investigated  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

Several  observations  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  and  it  is 
noted  that  no  smoke  emission  has  occurred  sufficient  to  produce  a  nuisance. 

At  present  smoke  observations  are  based  on  the  Ringelmann  Chart, 
and  no  emission  has  exceeded  shade  2  density. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

This  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  enforqement  of  those  provisions 
of  the  Act  relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  accommodation. 
No  cases  are  known  where  arrangements  in  this  respect  are  unsatisfactory. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

A  notice  was  served  regarding  the  conditions  to  the  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  at  one  local  place  of  entertainment.  Work  has  been  carried  out  and 
some  improvement  attained.  However,  the  premises  concerned  is  in  need  of 
complete  re-decoration  and  this  item  has  been  temporarily  deferred. 

The  other  place  of  entertainment  remains  satisfactory. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  persons  are  licensed  to  keep  pets  in  this  District,  both  these 
premises  are  satisfactory. 


PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACTS,  1928  and  1936 

32  premises  are  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  in  this 
District. 


SMITHFIELD 

The  Smithfield  used  on  Mondays  and  Fridays  on  alternate  weeks  by 
two  local  firms  of  Auctioneers  is  owned  by  this  Council.  The  pens,  selling  ring, 
etc.,  are  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected  after  use  with  an  approved 
solution  of  disinfectant,  and  an  adequate  vehicle  washing  bay  is  available. 


The  Smithfield  was  closed  from  November  6th  onwards  due  to  foot 
and  Mouth  Disease  restrictions. 
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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS,  1933  and  1954 

Two  persons  applied  for  a  slaughterman’s  licence  and  eight  persons 
applied  for  renewals  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  ABATTOIR 

Following  a  review  of  the  existing  abattoir  facilities  and  consultation 
with  interested  organisations,  a  report  was  submitted  by  the  Council  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  pursuant  to  Section  3  (1)  of  the  Slaughter¬ 
houses  Act,  1958. 

The  improvements  envisaged  are  extensive  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
upon  completion  the  abattoir  can  increase  its  throughput  with  maximum 
efficiency. 


FOOD  PREMISES 
FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Further  improvements  were  made  to  food  premises,  particularly  bake¬ 
houses,  which  have  required  considerable  repairs. 

Unfortunately,  however,  the  improved  structural  conditions  of  food 
premises  has  not  produced  satisfactory  hygienic  standards.  During  the  year 
several  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  of  table  tops,  food  preparation 
tables,  bacon  sheers,  cooked  food  trays,  knives,  etc.,  and  forwarded  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Shrewsbury,  for  bacteriological  analysis.  The 
majority  of  the  results  were  very  unsatisfactory  and,  therefore,  indicative  of 
a  poor  standard  of  hygiene.  It  is  most  important  that  the  proprietors  of  food 
premises  devote  more  attention  to  food  hygiene  and  hygienic  food  handling. 
Every  effort  is  made  by  the  department  to  secure  these  standards,  with  em¬ 
phasis  on  hand  washing,  the  provision  of  adequate  clean  towels,  supplies  of 
soap  and  protective  clothing  maintained. 

Throughout  the  country  food  poisoning  and  dysentery  outbreaks  are 
ever  increasing  and  the  need  for  efficient  hygienic  practise  is  of  vital  import¬ 
ance,  especially  in  food  premises  for  the  sale  of  cooked  and  perishable  foods. 

Two  complaints  were  received  regarding  food  not  being  of  the  nature, 
quality  or  substance  demanded,  and  reported  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Author¬ 
ity  for  legal  action.  The  offenders  were  summoned  before  the  Whitchurdh 
Magistrates  Court,  where  both  pleaded  guilty  and  were  given  an  absolute 
discharge  on  payment  of  costs. 

In  conclusion,  however,  it  can  be  stated  that  a  measure  of  improve¬ 
ment  has  been  achieved,  both  to  the  structural  condition  of  food  premises  and 
more  effectual  observance  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

All  food  premises  are  inspected  regularly  and  provided  with  the  nec¬ 
essary  instruction,  assistance  and  literature  to  assist  in  the  campaign  for 
wholesome  food. 
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ICE  CREAM 

Five  premises  were  registered  under  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  premises  registered  in  the  District  to  forty-four.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1960 
Water  Supplies. 

A  large  part  of  the  District  continues  to  be  supplied  with  mains  water 
taken  in  bulk  from  Liverpool  Corporation  trunk  mains  passing  through  the 
area.  This  part  will  be  increased  considerably  in  the  near  future  to  include  the 
Parish  of  Welshampton.  Sleap,  Cockshutt  and  Great  Ness  are  supplied  with 
mains  water  from  boreholes  and  the  Council's  housing  site  water  schemes  have 
been  extended  for  public  use  wherever  possible.  The  first  part  of  the  Com¬ 
prehensive  Water  Scheme  for  the  District  is  now  in  hand  in  the  Parish  of 
Myddle.  All  preliminary  site  work  for  the  reservoir  has  been  completed  and 
main  laying  is  well  advanced.  Preliminary  work  on  the  remainder  of  the 
District  is  at  an  advanced  stage.
